The Mattapoisett, Marion and Rochester Boards 
of Selectmen met jointly in the Rochester Town Hall 
Conference Room on Wednesday, November 17 at 6:00 
pm. Present from Mattapoisett were Selectmen Chairman 
Raymond Andrews, Selectman Jordan Collyer, and Town 
Administrator Michael Botelho. Present from Marion 
were Selectmen Chairman David Pierce, Selectman 
Andrew Jeffrey, and Selectman Jonathan Henry Present 
from Rochester were Selectmen Chairman Gary Laboa, 
Selectman Bradford Morse, and Town Administrator 
James Huntoon. Absent from the meeting were 
Mattapoisett Selectman Steve Lombard, Rochester Select- 
man Richard Nunes, and Marion Town Administrator 
Jack Dolan. 

Selectman Gary Laboa introduced Susan 
Peterson, Rochester's representative to the Southeast 
Regional Planning and Economic Development District 
(SRPEDD). Ms. Peterson wanted to discuss the potential 
hiring of a regional Tri-Town Planner. Having discussed 
this matter with SRPEDD representatives, Ms. Peterson 
said the regional group is willing to assist with the hiring 
and administrating of this new position. 

"There's always an issue of where the (Town 
Planner) sits and who handles and administers the 
payroll,'' Ms. Peterson said. "SRPEDD could take the 
administrative function off of the towns. We did a quick

budget and to hire a reasonable full-time Town Planner it 
would cost about $50,000 plus benefits, or $64,000. When 
you factor in travel expenses and other costs, we thought 
$75,000 made sense — which would be about $25,000 per 
town/' 

Selectman Raymond Andrews suggested the 
Town Planner not work out of Mattapoisett only because 
of the town's 75 percent health insurance coverage rate. 
Both Marion and Rochester only cover 50 percent of 
health care costs, which would be a savings. 

Selectman Laboa suggested the Town Planner 
could work to keep the Master Plans in the three towns 
updated on a regular basis. 

Selectman Morse was concerned that Rochester 
had hired Randall Kunz as their Town Planner, but his 
duties are really more akin to a Planning Board Adminis- 
trator. "There may still be a need for a Planning Board 
Administrator ... but the Town Planner needs to be 
looking more globally at the big picture,'' he said. 

Mr. Huntoon suggested the need to clearly define 
who the regional Tri-Town Planner was working for: 
either the three Planning Boards or the three Boards of 
Selectmen. 

'It sounds like we're all in agreement that we 
want to pursue the regional Town Planner," Selectman 
Andrews said. 

"I think this is just one more think that's positive 
... we need to do these things in steps," Selectman Jeffrey 
agreed. 

"I like the idea of SRPEDD administering (the 
position)," Selectman Collyer said. "Each town will pay a 
portion and they'll handle the rest." 

"I can't imagine that having the position adminis- 
tered through SRPEDD wouldn't help increase communi- 
cation among the towns," Selectman Laboa agreed. "I 
don't think the office space will be an issue."

Mr. Huntoon felt that taking on individual goals 
such as the Tri-Town Planner would result in better 
progress. 'Tve been at the Tri-Town Selectmen's meetings 
since the early '80s (and) weVe talked about a lot of 
activities/' he said. "But if you pick one subject rather 
than two or three or four, it works a lot better." 

Mattapoisett Selectman Jordan Collyer next 
informed his fellow tri-town officials that his town's 
newly-formed Wind Power Study Committee is meeting 
twice a month to look into the energy alternative. One of 
the possible sites for a potential wind-powered electrical 
generator is ORR High School. 

"We're hoping there's going to be a little more 
public support," he said. "Mattapoisett, Marion and

Rochester ... have already been earmarked as potential 
sites for wind turbines. They need to collect the raw data 
so they can do the cost analysis. It's really a win- win 
situation.'' 

Mr. Huntoon added that Rochester just locked in 
a rate of 6.8 cents per kilowatt-hour for electrical power 
with Constellation Energies through an agreement with 
the Massachusetts Municipal Association (MMA). 

Turning their attention to an issue which took up 
the bulk of their last meeting's agenda and the subsequent 
joint meeting with ORR school officials and the Tri-Town 
Finance Committees on November 10, Selectman Henry 
said he'd like to "patch up the breach" between tri-town 
officials and ORR School Superintendent Dr. William 
Cooper. 

"I think (Dr. Cooper) came to the defense of the 
school and he should do that," Selectman Henry said. 
"But I think we should allay his fears and apprehensions 
about our previous meeting. We obviously know that the 
school is audited to death ... I wouldn't want him to think 
that we're blaming him as a person. I think we should 
have an informal talk with him and get some issues on the 
table. I think it would work better that way, eyeball-to- 
eyeball. It may be a place to start and regain (his) confi- 
dence." 

But Rochester Selectman Laboa felt Dr. Cooper's 
comments were a little harsh. "When we got scolded at 
the joint meeting of the ORR School Committees, I almost 
walked out," he said. "The intent wasn't to have a list (of 
ideas) that needed a reaction to. Obviously, The Wanderer 
printed what was said at the meeting and it was accu- 
rately reported. It wasn't our intention to make a list of 
everything that's wrong with the school. I can understand 
(his) reaction — it's just a touchy situation." 

"As a junior Selectman, we don't have the luxury 
of having a private staff," Selectman Henry added. "We

really have to get together in a public session with the 
press ... sometimes it's difficult with that kind of scrutiny. 
The schools don't operate with that kind of immediate 
scrutiny." 

"I think that it's important to go one-on-one/' 
Selectman Jeffrey agreed. 'T think there's sometimes when 
a representative of a body needs to go talk to another 
representative, one-on-one. The important thing is, 
whoever it is, they get everyone's input. They're our kids 
in our school and we want it to all work better." 

Of course, the major bone of contention and the 
catalyst for the perceived bad blood between tri-town 
officials and school officials was the assessment of a bus 
transportation fee, which once again drew several parents 
to the Tri-Town Selectmen's meeting. "My understanding 
of the bus fee situation as it sits right now, (is) there's 
nothing they can do this year to change the situation," 
Selectman Laboa said. 

Selectman Collyer said he talked to a member of 
the ORR District School Committee and was informed 
that additional state aid was forthcoming along with a 
grant award that might alleviate the need for charging the 
$100-per-student fee. "It was my understanding that this 
bus fee was only going to be a one-year thing ... (and) it 
looks like the bus fee might not be warranted for next 
year," he said. 

Selectman Jeffrey said it is this type of rumor and 
conjecture that leads to misinformation. "It sounds to me

like that needs to be clarified/' he said. "Those are the 
exact kind of things we need to ask (Dr. Cooper). Right 
now ... we aren't quite sure.'' 

Coincidentally, in a letter dated the very day of 
the Tri-Town Selectmen's meeting (November 17), ORR 
School Superintendent Dr. William Cooper informed 
parents that the ORR District School Committee voted at 
their November 16 meeting to use a $32,000 "pothole" 
grant from the Massachusetts Department of Education to 
reduce the bus fee assessment. 

"Through the School Committee decision, the bus 
fee assessment will be reduced to $50 per student," Dr. 
Cooper wrote. "Parents who have already paid the 
assessment will be sent rebate checks to reflect the re- 
duced charge. Those who have not purchased tickets may 
do so at the $50 rate in either the junior or senior high 
school offices. Parents who find the reduced rate to still be 
difficult at this time are encouraged to contact (my) office 
for assistance. The revised deadline for the purchase of 
bus tickets is December 3, 2004."

Training Your Puppy 

My puppy is 3 months old and still poops in the house. What can I 
do? 

Use a crate. Puppies come to think of a crate as thier own 
room, not a prison. The puppy goes into the crate last thing 
at night after being walked and is taken outside the first 
thing in the morning. After each meal the pup goes outside 
to the same spot with adult supervision and recieves praise 
for eliminating. The pup should stay in the crate during the 
day when he is not interacting with family members. He 
should go outside every 30-60 minutes when he is free in the 
house. Most dogs are housebroken by 6 months. 
When can I start teaching him tricks? 
Start immediately! Have short training sessions of 1-2 
minutes, 10-30 times daily Start with ''come, sit, stay'' and 
then add other tricks as you desire. Heal is important with a 
large breed pup. If the dogs walks ahead of you on a leash, 
turn around and start walking in the opposite direction. 
Praise the pup constantly when he/ she is walking without 
pulling.

way or another," Selectman Collyer said. "Fd love to see 
all the fees go away." 

Parents present had yet to receive this notification 
from the School Superintendent, and they continued to 
voice their concern to the Tri-Town Selectmen. But Select- 
man Andrews noted they should bring these concerns 
before the School Committees. 

"They are the elected officials (and) they have the 
fiduciary responsibility to oversee the school budget," 
Selectman Andrews said. "Keep in mind that 68 percent 
of your town budget is the schools. I am responsible for 
the citizens of Mattapoisett, but each department oversees 
their own budget. You have a voice with your elected 
School Committee members." 

But Rochester Selectman Laboa said he under- 
stands how residents and taxpayers feel the need to bring 
such concerns to the sitting town officials. "Everything 
that happens in the Town of Rochester and the district is 
(the Selectmen's) problem," he said. "We have an obliga- 
tion to the residents in the town to oversee the whole 
process." 

Selectman Jeffrey strongly urged the parents 
present to attend future school committee meetings — 
especially the annual budget hearing. "If there's one 
school committee meeting you should attend, it's the 
budget hearing they hold every year," he said. "That's the 
time to voice your opinion and I'd encourage the resi- 
dents in the three towns to attend it. No one can say (the 
bus fee) was handled well ... frankly, I think this was a

Dear Parents of ORR Students: 

At a meeting held on November 16, 2004, the Old 
Rochester Regional District School Committee voted to use the 
entire amount ($32,000) of a Massachusetts Department of 
Education "pothole'' grant received this fall to reduce the bus fee 
assessment. ORR was eligible for pothole grant consideration 
because of enrollment growth and a 20 percent reduction in 
Chapter 70 aid over the last several years. The official notice 
from the state about this grant award was dated October 25, 
2004 and was received by the school district on November 1, 
2004. 

Through the School Committee decision, the bus fee 
assessment will be reduced to $50 per student. Parents who have 
already paid the assessment will be sent rebate checks to reflect 
the reduced charge. Those who have not purchased tickets may 
do so at the $50 rate in either the junior or senior high school 
offices. Parents who find the reduced rate to still be difficult at 
this time are encouraged to contact this office for assistance. 

The School Committee is hopeful that parents will gain 
some helpful budget relief as a result of the commitment of the 
$32,000 grant. The revised deadline for the purchase of bus tickets is 
December 3, 2004.

The Marion Board of Health has received 280 
additional doses of flu vaccine for Marion residents only 
who fall into any one of the following high risk categories 
as determined by the Massachusetts Department of Public 
Health. 

Based on the most recent information about the 
influenza vaccine supply in the Commonwealth, it will be 
necessary to prioritize existing doses for those individuals 
who have the greatest risk of severe complications or life 
threatening illness from influenza and some categories of 
health care workers. The Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health has determined that health care providers 
should use the limited supply of inactivated influenza 
vaccine for individuals in the following high risk catego- 
ries, which are considered of equal importance: 

• All children aged 6 to 23 months;

Rochester Tax Schedule 

This is to inform Rochester residents of a revision 
in the revaluation schedule for FY 2005. The Rochester 
Board of Assessors have been informed by the Massachu- 
setts Department of Revenue (DOR) that the field re- 
viewer has rescheduled to December 14, 2004 the audit of 
the towns' revaluation documentation. 

As a reminder of the remaining steps in the 
process, the audit should produce preliminary value 
certification which is followed by a now one-week public 
notice period. That period is followed by final value 
certification review. Subsequent to receiving from DOR 
final value certification, new growth then can be reliably 
calculated, the RECAP process submitted for approval 
which culminates in DOR's certification of the FY 2005 tax 
rate. At this point, it would appear reasonable to expect 
that tax bills for the first half of FY 2005's levy could be 
mailed by mid-January of 2005.

National Treasure. Starring Nicolas Cage and 
Diane Kruger. Directed by Jon Turteltaub. Run- 
ning time: 122 minutes. MPAA rating: PG. 

Nicolas Cage makes being a geek look cool. When he plays a 
brainiac, as he does in the retro, whistle-clean adventure National 
Treasure, he gets us caught up in the almost sensual pleasures of 
knowledge. Midway through the movie. Cage's character, Ben- 
jamin Franklin Gates, stands holding the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence — the movie's MacGuf f in, which has an invisible map on its 
back — in Independence Hall; close to tears of awe, he says, 'This 
is the first time this has been in this room since it was signed." 
Moments like that, I think, are why Cage took the role; passion is 
his main currency, and Ben Gates is an impassioned, albeit dis- 
credited, student of history, as driven towards preservation as his 
other Ben (in Leaving Las Vegas) was bent on self-destruction. 

Restlessly directed by Jon Turteltaub, who showed no par- 
ticular flair for adventure filmmaking in his wet Phenomenon and 
Instinct, the movie goes like a rocket, from one ornate clue to the 
next; National Treasure is more a detective story than a two-fisted 
adventure like the Indiana Jones movies. The vast treasure prom- 
ised by a family document has haunted Ben's life, much to the 
dismay of his hard-headed dad (Jon Voight), who thinks the 
treasure's a myth. Regardless, Ben has managed to convince some 
people, including his computer-nerd helper Riley (a scene-steal- 
ing Justin Bartha) and a shady character, Ian Howe, who funds 
Ben's missions; Ian is played by Sean Bean, who specializes in 
duplicity, so we know he's bad news the second we lay eyes on 
him. Ben isn't so fortunate, not having seen GoldenEye or Ronin. 

The movie becomes a merrily absurd hunt in which Ben tries 
to keep the Declaration of Independence safe from lan's band of 
thieves; to do this, Ben has to steal it himself. Before that, though, 
he slouches from office to office — FBI, Homeland Security — 
trying to tell everyone that the historical document is going to be 
stolen; no one believes him, not even Diane Kruger as a curator at 
the National Archives, who gets drawn into the adventure against 
her will during the Declaration's theft-for-its-own-good. Those 
who hoot at the implausibilities in National Treasure are barking up 
the wrong tree, and may be forgetting how flatly unbelievable 




some of the situations in the Indy films were. Nobody wanted to 
spoil the fun then, so why should we now? 

I called the movie "whistle-clean," and it's decidedly family- 
friendly; the backstory on National Treasure is that it was going to 
be distributed by Disney's Touchstone wing, which handles PG- 
13 and R-rated films, until it was submitted to the ratings board 
and came back with a rare PG. That explains why the film is going 
out under the time-honored Walt Disney banner, and in truth, it's 
about as wholesome as any of the studio's live-action flicks 
decades ago; I'm pretty sure there isn't even any swearing in the 
movie, except maybe in German. Nor is there much gunplay, at 
least none that pierces anything but walls, and there's a refreshing 
lack of CGI gimmickry, too. I mention all this because I write about 
a lot of films that arent suitable for all ages, and when one comes 
along that's not only safe for Junior and Grandma but also pretty 
entertaining, I like to point it out, if only to refute the complaint 
that they don't make 'em like that anymore. 

Of course, with such inoffensiveness comes a certain lack of 
edge. The plot of National Treasure could fit snugly inside a Hardy 
Boys book, and the scenes of clue-hunting (including a fairly nifty 
pair of specs that enable the wearer to have a Well of Souls-type 
revelation) should delight boys; I don't know how well girls will 
take to the adventure, since Diane Kruger is mostly reduced to 
running around or dangling from things (Lara Croft she ain't, nor 
even Marion Ravenwood). National Treasure, for me, is a fun and 
smooth throwback, but for boys of a certain age it may gather the 
nostalgic heft of the Indiana Jones films when those boys grow up. 
It might even inspire them to crack a book or two, and look up the 
Founding Fathers, and then the Freemasons, and from there, who 
knows.

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Rock and Rudolph?

Seems to me the day after Halloween the stores already 
had all the candy and spooky pumpkins safely stashed away 
— much to my chagrin — and towering Christmas trees and 
holiday decorations had replaced the once-comforting sight of 
bats and witches. And right on cue, seeping through the Muzak 
speakers embedded in the ceiling, were the faintest sounds of 
... zoinks! ... Christmas music! 

Since there's no getting around the endless fa-la-la-la-las and 
ding-dongs which will pierce my eardrums for the next month- 
and-a-half like a heat-seeking missile, I decided to check out 
the latest holiday music offerings at the local record shop. Those 
of you who know my penchant for Christmas CDs by the Bob 
Rivers Comedy Troupe or more tongue-in-cheek songs like The 
Kinks' 'Tather Christmas'' can tell I like my holiday music of- 
ferings slightly ... well, skewed. Let everyone else sing glorious 
three-part harmonies and dry, serious renditions of Christmas 
carols. I want to hear some holiday cheer in my Christmas tunes. 

Sadly, it's apparently an off year for Bob Rivers and Com- 
pany (they've put out five consistently funny and off -color holi- 
day music satire collections which I proudly play every holi- 
day season). But there were two new Christmas sessions from 
familiar artists which held some measure of promise: Barenaked 
Ladies' Barenaked for the Holidays and Chris Isaak's Christ- 
mas. A credit card swipe later and I was groovin' to the holiday 
tunes on my way home. 

B r-m HI Of the two purchases, I was 

initially more excited about 
Barenaked Ladies, since 
the band is known to incor- 
porate comedy into their 
"regular" recordings and 
certainly as part of their 
great live shows. But I ex- 
pected more of a satirical 
take on their first and only 
Christmas offering and was 
sadly disappointed at how 
disjointed and lackluster 
the disc sounded. Their opening rendition of "Jingle Bells" does 
kick in after a needlessly somber intro, and they do pull off a 
pitch-perfect melody of "God Rest Ye Merry Gentlemen" and 
"We Three Kings" with able assistance from fellow Canadian 
songstress Sarah McLachlan — the CD's most fully realized 
track. But far too many other attempts here fall flat: an annoy- 
ing "Carol of the Bells," a tired version of "Rudolph the Red- 
Nosed Reindeer," and the sleep-inducing closer, "Auld Lang 
Syne" — a song which I firmly believe only sounds good after 
several glasses of champagne. 

I only wish the band had taken the same approach through-

out as they did with the CD's two best tracks: a dead-on and 
totally fun version of Band Aid's classic "Do They Know It's 
Christmas?" and a rare remake of Paul McCartney's "Wonder- 
ful Christmastime." Both songs are unique in that they've rarely 
been covered before, yet Barenaked Ladies manage to put their 
own indelible stamp on these songs. To me, the band should 
have served up an entire collection of similarly rare holiday 
remakes. I can just imagine their versions of tunes like the afore- 
mentioned "Father Christmas," or maybe The Waitresses' 
"Christmas Wrapping" or even Billy Squier's "Christmas Is The 
Time to Say I Love You." Now those are neo-classic holiday songs 
a band like the Barenaked Ladies could really sink their teeth 
into. 

By contrast, I was very 
impressed with Chris 
Isaak's more serious and 
wholly entertaining Christ- 
mas. Given that Isaak's two 
greatest idols and influ- 
ences — late greats Roy 
Orbison and Elvis Presley 
— have previously re- 
corded their own share of 
Christmas classics, I prob- 
ably should have expected 
Isaak to follow suit. Unlike 
the hodgepodge Barenaked Ladies' session, Isaak's album of- 
fers a healthy serving of "traditional" remakes with a sprin- 
kling of well-crafted originals. Despite this being a "Christmas 
album," however, all of the songs retain Isaak's tell-tale 
rockabilly guitar sound melded with his impeccable vocals. 

To be sure, the standout tracks here include a version of 
Elvis' "Blue Christmas" worthy of the King himself; a sparkling 
duet with Stevie Nicks on "Santa Claus is Coming to Town"; 
and a showstopping take on Willie Nelson's poignant "Pretty 
Paper." There are also some nice original gems including "Hey 
Santa!" and a touching ballad titled "Washington Square" that's 
destined to become an instant classic. And what would a Chris 
Isaak CD be without the requisite surfer /Hawaiian number? 
"Mele Kalikimaka" fits the bill nicely, in this case. 

To wrap these CDs up, if you'll pardon the pun, die-hard 
fans of Barenaked Ladies would do well to seek out individual 
track purchases from iTunes or some other legal online down- 
load source while those looking for a refreshing and well-bal- 
anced mix of new and traditional holiday music will surely get 
the most bang for their buck from Chris Isaak's Christmas. For 
my purposes, both are antidotes to more traditional holiday 
fare ... at least until Bob Rivers' gang skewers another batch of 
Christmas classics, that is.
